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_ eral lives have been taken within the past three 
months by the carpet-bag crew, and the roving 
demons of this wild country. 

THE TRIP THERE. 

In a visit to Arkansas, from which I have 
retarned, I noted the disturbances in this coun- 
ty, and took the list of fatalities arising from the | 
unlaid ghost of the war, during the career of 
the Military and Provisional Governments. 
I also sketched the personages who came to the 
surface in Pope County, on the adoption of the 

- Recoustruction Constitution of 1868, and ascer- 
tained that they were in soluble quantities in a 
wild, mountainous community; that, between 
their cold, coarse, phlegmatic natures, their 
trenched kind of politics, and the spirit of 
arms-bearing people, there must arise irrooncila- . 
bie hatred and probable bloodshed. 

Even admitting some native vices in the 
people, I formed the opinion—which I adhere 
to still—that both the Northernized State Gov- 
ernment, and the genius of its plans of recon- 
unrepublican.
